1 . A r lethod for preventing the habituation of a fragrance composition, which 
method comprises providing to a space which it is desire to fragrance a continuous supply of a 
first fragrance con position and a periodic supply of a second fragrance composition.

)f from 1 to 5 per hour. 

claimed in claim 1, wherein a pulsing time for the periodic 
supply is 2, 4, 5, 6, 8 or 10 miputes with intervals between the pulses of the same or different 
times. 

claimed in claim 1, wherein the periodic supply of the fragrance 
composition to the space is pijovided by periodically heating the composition in order to 
vaporize it. 

claimed in claim 1, wherein at least one of the fragrance 
It one of a deodorant and an insecticidal compound. 

6. The method ai claimed in claim 1, wherein at least one of the fragrance 
compositions is in a Uquid firm. 

7. The method is claimed in claim 6, wherein each fragrance composition is 
supplied in a container provided with a wick. 

8. The methoq as claimed in claim 7, wherein a heater surroxmds the wick of each 
container.
